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How to Use Blissymbols for Use 


Blissymbols for Use is designed to meet the needs of a wide 
range of people who are interested in Blissymbols. The book 
offers the reader three approaches to gaining information 
about Blissymbols. It gives the reader the opportunity to find 
symbols and symbol meanings quickly; to learn more about a 
specific symbol; or to explore the semantic and structural 
relationships among symbols within the Blissymbolics system. 


This book contains over 1400 different Blissymbols, and is 
divided into three sections: Finding Symbols, Finding 
Meanings and an Index. 


In the first of these sections, Finding Symbols, Blissymbols 
are arranged according to the basic shapes of which they are 
made up, and the English equivalents for each symbol are 
given. Each Blissymbol is shown ona grid of fine lines, to aid 
the user of this book in drawing it. 


In the second section, Finding Meanings, Blissymbols are 
grouped in meaning categories, according to a system of 
headings (such as Things We Need) and sub-headings (such 
as Food and Clothing). In this section, the English equivalents 
for each symbol are given, and the symbol is described in 
terms of the basic meaning elements contained in it. In this 
section, as in Finding Symbols, the symbols are shown ona 
grid. An added feature of the Finding Meanings section is a 
series of notes, describing various aspects of the symbol 
system in more detail than the individual symbol descriptions 
can provide. 


In the third section, the Index, all English words used as 
equivalents for Blissymbols in the Finding Symbols and 
Finding Meanings sections are listed alphabetically, along 
with the page numbers on which they appear. 


The following pages provide more information about the 
organization of each section and how best to find the 
information you need. 





How to Use the Finding 
Symbols Section 


WHY IS THIS SECTION USEFUL? 


The symbols in the Finding Symbols section are arranged by 
shape. Thus you do not have to know the meaning of a 
symbol in order to look it up in this section. This will be useful 
if you are presented with an unfamiliar symbol that has no 
gloss or has only a gloss in a foreign language. 


As you will see in the explanation that follows, simpler 
symbols (e.g. heart) always precede more elaborate symbols 
(e.g. happy). Thus an examination of the Finding Symbols 
section can give you a better understanding of the structure of 
each symbol and of how compound symbols are built up from 
simpler ones. 


If you wish to propose a new symbol to BCI, you can check 
this section to be sure that your symbol is not already part of 
the system, perhaps with a different meaning. Further, the 
arrangement of the symbols, in which symbols based upon a 
given shape are grouped together, will give you models to 
use in devising the new symbol you might wish to propose. 


The grid lines allow you to see clearly where in the 
symbol space the symbol is to be placed, the relative sizes 
of the elements in the symbol, and the spacing between them. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF THE FINDING 
SYMBOLS SECTION 


1. The ordering of Blissymbols in the Finding Symbols 
section is based on the physical structure of the symbols. 
Blissymbols may consist of just one unit:

5. | Sequenced compound symbols — that is, symbols made 
up of more than one unit — are not difficult to find either. 
Sequenced compound symbols whose first unit is a given 
shape always come after simple symbols having the 

same shape. Thus: 












The pointer is always considered to be the last element in 
the classification of any symbol, and is always considered to 
be touching another element. It is the latter element which 

should be used in looking up the symbol. For example, look 
up ‘ under acute angles.

Note: Indicators above symbols are ignored for the purpose 
of ordering the symbol shapes. Each of the indicators is, 
however, provided with its own entry under the appropriate 
shape. For example, the action indicator will be found in the 
acute angle category.

8. The alphabet of 26 shapes is placed at the bottom of 
right-hand pages in the Finding Symbols section, so that users 
need not memorize the symbol alphabet to find the location 
of a symbol. Further, when a shape category is long and 
complicated; for example, the large half circle category, a 
further ordering is required within the category. In this case, 
all the symbols whose first element is in this orientation: 


precede all those

Where there are several forms or orientations of a shape, 
their ordering is shown at the tops of pages so that, once 
again, the user does not have to memorize them. 


9. Using the alphabet of 26 shapes, and in some cases, the 

ordered forms of the basic shapes, the symbol user will be able 
to come very close to the symbol he wants. Then he can simply 
run his eyes along the page until he comes to the right symbol. 


There is, however, a way to know exactly where a symbol 
is located. Each of the 26 shapes can be assigned a letter of 
the alphabet, so that each symbol has a string of letters that 
identifies it. In addition, there is a small group of rules that 


generate extra code elements when needed. Thus every symbol 
has a unique letter and/or number code. A complete explanation 
of the coding may be found in Appendix III, on p. 204.

Try to choose the most likely category for the symbol you 
want to look up. For example, you would expect to find the 
symbol for tree in “Il LIVING THINGS 1. Plants.” 

In many cases, symbols have been placed in several 
appropriate categories. You could, for example, find the 
symbol for to calculate in “Ill BEING ALIVE A. Things We Do 

5. Thinking,’”” and also in “IV HOW WE VIEW THE 

WORLD B. How We Classify Things 4. Numbers.” (If you 

have a particular English word for which you want to find the Blissymbol 
and you do not know which category to choose, check the 
alphabetical listing of words in the Index to find the correct page 
number in the Finding Meanings section. ) 


Beside each Blissymbol in the Finding Meanings section, 
you will find printed in boldface (heavy) letters the most 
commonly used English equivalent(s) for the symbol. Where 
appropriate, common synonyms for the basic meaning are 
given, printed in a lighter type. Below the English 
equivalents, and enclosed by brackets, is a brief description 
of the meaning parts of the symbol. For example, the 
description of the symbol for happy reads: (feeling + up + 
description indicator). Often the description of the symbol’s 
meaning parts is followed by a clarifying phrase that further 
explains the symbol. For example, the clarifying phrase for 
happy reads: ““having an uplifted feeling.” 


Note: 1. It is only in the description of the symbol for happy 
itself that its meaning parts are given. The description of 
compound symbols in which the happy symbol appears do 
not break it down into its meaning parts. Thus, the description 
of the symbol for to laugh reads (happy + mouth + action 
indicator). If you want more information about this symbol, 
you could look up each of its meaning parts separately. 
Similarly, the description of funny reads (to laugh + 
description indicator). The principle that we have followed is 


that the basic meaning parts of a symbol should only be given 
once, when it is in its simplest form. This practice keeps the 
symbol descriptions for more complicated compound symbols 
from becoming too long and confusing. 


2. If asymbol has an indicator, this indicator is always 
given as the last element in the symbol description, even if 
the wording of the description might seem to make mention of 
the indicator redundant. Thus the symbol description for easy 
reads (opposite meaning + difficult + description indicator). 


3. In publications of the Blissymbolics Communication 
Institute, Blissymbols are usually classified in three groups: 
pictographs, ideographs and arbitrary symbols. In the Finding 
Meanings section of Blissymbols for Use, only pictographs are 
identified. For example, the symbol description of moon 
reads (pictograph: the symbol looks like a crescent moon). 
For examples of ideographs and arbitrary symbols, see 
Handbook of Blissymbolics, p. 11. 


A special feature of the Finding Meanings section is the 
Notes, which provide for a more detailed discussion of the 
structure and meaning of various Blissymbols than can be 
given in the symbol description. Many of these Notes use 
quotations from the works of Charles K. Bliss (CKB). Here is a 
list of the Notes and the pages on which they will be found.

Following each word entry are 
page numbers. A page number in boldface type (00) refers to 
an entry in the Finding Meanings section. A page number in 
italic type (00) refers to an entry in the Finding Symbols section.

3. It was also stated in the Introduction to this book that 
some of the basic shapes come in more than one form 

and that these forms have an order of sequence. These are 
also shown in the chart on p.6, under the head, Different 
Forms of the Shape.

6. Remember that the rules described in point 5 above are 
only used when symbols would otherwise be identically 
coded. Although a “full’” coding of a symbol could use all 
the appropriate additional letters and numbers, an attempt 
has been made to keep the codings as short and simple as 
possible so that a larger number of people can learn 

the coding system. Note for example that although 
additional code numbers are needed to distinguish the 
following symbols:

7. Special Cases. (a) Adistinctive form of the 
wavy line shape occurs in the symbol for medical. This form 
is coded ‘’a prime”, and follows a:

(b) None of the rules provided will distinguish the symbol 
for badge from the symbol for account. Thus the unusual 
form of the open rectangle in the symbol for account is 
coded ’’o prime”’:
